I t i" not a l w a y s quite easy, on eealing the radiator was solved at 
moving into new* quarters, to a d j u s t ! one blow, so to speak, and at a mere- 
one’s furniture and household good" Iv nominal cost.

called in to fix a plain ileal shelf, 
to the fresh requirements, says a 
London correspondent. 
On such an 
occasion, it was found that a d re s ­ 
sing table w a s lacking for one of the 
spare bedrooms in the new house. 
The rest of the furniture iii the room 
was good, and it was felt th at a 
cheap or inferior dressing table would 
look out of place, while on the other 
hand, any large expediture was, at 
the moment, undesirable. 
The room 
contained 
two 
windows, 
between 
which 
stood a radiator— never 
an 
ornamental object. 
The problem of 
providing a dressing table and coll­ 


abent 20 inches deep, between the 
windows 
and 
above 
the 
radiator. 
Round this was tacked a length of 
ready-tucked nainsook muslin, such 
as may be bought anywhere by the 
yard; im embroidered 
white cloth 
was laid over the top of the shelf, 
while above it was fixed to the wall 
a pretty old gilt mirror which had 
been acquired some time before in an 
old curiosity shop. 
The appearance 
of the dressing table, thus contrived, 
contained nothing to clash with the 
rest of the furniture in the room. 


Washable paper, such 
to paper the Willis of bathrooms, is 
an excellent substitute tor oilcloth 
tor covering p antry or other shelves, 
and is much cheaper. 
It may be held 
in place by thumb tacks, or cut wide
